By the new postal arrangements, packets of books and printed papers of 
every kind can now be forwarded to India, Ceylon, Mauritius, Hong-Kong, 
Victoria, New South Wales, Western Australia, South Australia, Tasmania, 
and New Zealand, by the way of Marseilles, at the rate, ineluding that of 
French transit, if not exceeding four ounces, of 6d, and not exceeding eight 
ounces, 1s.; above eight ounces, and not exceeding one pound, 2s.; and so 
on, adding 1s. for each additional half-pound, or fraction of half a pound. 
This postage must be prepaid by means of postage-stamps. No alteration 
takes place in the rates chargeable on newspapers. 

It is said that the Prince of Wales is preparing for publication a Manual 
of Entomology,—an indication, if true, of a love for pursuits that are the best 
resources against the results of too much leisure in high places. 

The sale of the late Mr. Tait’s publications took place at Edinburgh on 
the 30th instant. Messrs. Tegg and Son became the purchasers of the stereo- 
type plates and copyright of Brown's Philosophy fur £170 ; and Messrs King, 
of Aberdeen, of the copyright ard remainder of Jamieson’s Seottish Diction- 
ary, 2 vols. 4to. 
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There are also announced—a New Edition of the Earls of Kildare, by the 
Marquis of Kildare, originally printed only for private circulation ; also, Essays 
by George Brimley, M.A.; One and Twenty, by the Author of Wildflower; 
the House of Camelot, a Tale of The OldenTime ; The Last Journals of Horace 
Walpole, edited by Dr. Doran ; Memoirs of Rachel the Tragédienne ; The Knave 
of Hearts, by Mrs. Hall ; Bella Sandford, a Tale by F. C. Armstrong; Life and 
Letters of the late Thomas Seddon, Jun., Artist ; and a Critical Dictionary of 
English Literature, by 5S. Austin Allibone. . 


An official return relating to the British Museum, that has lately ap- 
eared, shows to what extent the public availed themselves of the increased 
advantages offered by the new reading-room. The visitors to the old reading- 
room were, in 1856, 53,422, and in the first four months of 1857, 19,242; 
while, from May 18 in that year, when the new reading-room was opened, 
the number of visits of readers was 75,128; making for the whole year, 
94,370. The number of readers daily has increased from 201 to 898, every 
reader consulting, on the average, one book a day. 20,244 volumes have 
been added to the library in the past year, of which 730 were presented. 


The laws of literary property in Denmark have lately been revised, and 
the copyright of a work published in that country now belongs to an author- 
for life, and his representatives for thirty years after his death.

Suetpon, Brakeman & Co. publish “Select Discourses of Adolphe Monod, 
Krummacher, Tholuck, and Julius Miiller: translated from the French 
and Germen, with Biographical Notices, and Dr. Monod’s celebrated Lee- 
ture on the Delivery of Sermons,” by Rev. H. C. Fish, and D. W. Poor, 
D.D. The translators observe: “ The object in the preparation and publica- 
tion of this volume, has been to render accessible to Christian readers gen- 
erally, some of the rich literary and religious treasures which Jie hidden in 
the writings of the good and great men here represented.
